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PROPOSED STREET FURNITURE 


The community was presented with style and color options for 
street furniture provided through the Bureau of Street Services 
(BSS). Also, custom styles and design provided by the Community 
could be installed by the ATP project, but would require private 
maintenance. 


Bus shelters and benches provided by BSS that are installed at bus 
stop locations will be maintained as part of the City's Coordinated 
Street Furniture Program and Bus Bench Program. 

— Community selected benches and shelters to be installed at bus stops only 

— Community opted out of installing non-transit related public benches 


Trash receptacles provided by the Bureau of Sanitation (BOS) will 
be maintained by BOS. 


— Community selected trash receptacles to be provided by BOS 


PROPOSED STREET FURNITURE 


PROPOSED PEDESTRIAN LIGHTING 


Proposition 218 is an operation and 
maintenance assessment that covers 
the cost of powering and Maintaining 
the lighting system. Includes repairs, 
pole knockdowns and eventual 
replacement of the lighting system. 
Voter approval is required to impose 
the assessment at all the proposed 
pedestrian lighting limits. Ballots were 
sent in November 2015.
